In the account of the return’ 
landing of Koppen at Don Muany 
the “Bangkok Times” says: Lieut.

THEIR POSITION IN TRADE 
: ; UNIONS. : 


NEW REGULATIONS, 


The new regulations governing 
membership of trade unfona by es- 
tablished Civil servants made by the 
Treasury in pursuance of the Trade 
Disputes and Trade Unions ‘Act, 
1927, wors-issued-on-September. 6. 
They require, subject to'cartain pro- 
visions, that no established Clvil ser- 
vant, shall, after December 81, 1927, 
be a. member, delegate, or represen- 
tative ef any organisation of which 
the primary object is to Influence 
or affect the remuneration and.con- 
ditions, of employment of ‘its mem- 
bers unless a certificate of approval 
is in force certifying that the organ- 
dsation is an approved association. 

In Part-I. of the Sohedule .the 
conditions which must be fulfilled 
by ‘approved organisations. are stat- 
éd to be a8 follow:— : 

‘Membership of the association 
must be confined to, persons employ- 
ed by or under the Crown. - : 

‘The association must be. in all 
respects independent. of and not 
affilated to:~-(a) any organisation 


of .which the primary object is to} be 


influence or affect the remuneration 
and conditions of - employment of 
its:members, the membership . of 
which is ‘not confined to persons 
employed by or under the Crown; 
or (b) any federation which com- 
prisea any such organisation. 

The objects of the association 
must not include political objects. 

The association must not be as- 
sociated directly or indirectly with 
any political party or organisation. 

The . regulations provide, how- 
ever, that any person who on July 
29, 1927, was an established Civil 
servant may remain a member of 


‘| any trade union or organisation not 


composed wholly or mainly of per- 
sons employed by or under the 
Crown, notwithstanding that it is 
not an approved association, “if” he 
had at that date been a member 


for more than six months and there | - 


had on April 4, 1927, accrued or 


begun. to-.accrue to him a right to’ 


any future payment during incapa- 
elty, or by way of superannuation, 
or on the death of himself or his 
wife, or ag provision for his chil- 
dren. It is alao provided that any. 
person employed by or under the 
Crown on July 29, 1926, who there- 
after becomea an established Civil 
servant may remain, so long as he 
is. not appointed to a position of 
supervision or management, a, mem- 
ber of ‘any trade union or, organi- 
‘sation not composed wholly or main- 
ly of: persons employed by or under, 
the ‘Crown, notwithstanding that. it) 
is not’ an approved association, if 
on the’ date when he became an es- 
tablished Civil servant’ he was a 
member of the trade union or or- 
ganisation, and under the rules 
thereof there had at that date ac- 
erued or begun to accriie to him.a 
right to similar payments, A per+ 
son who, in addition to being an 
established .

With the impending appointment 
by Rome of a successor to the late 
Archbishop of Gran, tha Holy See 
ia to recover political influence over 
Hungary.— - 

In this-country, the office of the 
Archbishop of Gran is of the great- 
est political importance. His power 
reaches far beyond tho more eccle- 
silastic scope. He ia simultaneously 
“Prince Primas,” the legal’ head of 
the Roman Catholic Church in Hun- 
gary. By traditjonhe is the ack- 
nowledged’ leader of the’ Catholic 
church dignitaries In the Hungar- 
jan Upper-House; a powerful fac- 
tion in such an out-and-out Catholic 
country as Hungary. The constitu- 
tion endows with legal authority to 
crown the new-king. Without his 
consecration there will be no right- 
ful king of Hungary. ‘The “Prince 
Primas” must annoint, and, -.to- 
gether with the prime minister, put 
St. Stephen's tiara-like crown on 
the head of'the Hungarian king-to- 
Originally, the right to appoint 
this influential person rested with 
the Vatican, At ‘an early stage, 
however,’ the Hungarian crown 
wrested this privilege from the 
Holy-See; the Hapsburgh thought 
it safer to have one of thelr owa 
men fill such an important position, 
and, for centuries, : have been ap- 
pointing the Archbishop of Gran. © 

Now Roman curial diplomacy {s 
about to win back this ancient pri- 
vilege. The struggle over the ap- 
pointment between the Vatican and 
the Hungarian secular authorities 
is not yet over. But the latter are 
battling on the retreat, Their 
utter. defeat in this silently yet 
pertinaciously fought contest is a 
Mere question of time. Dennomina- 
tional factors are playing’ into the 
hands of the Vatican diplomats. 
Both Admiral Horthy, Regent of 
Hungary, and Premier Count Beth- 
Jen are Calvinists. In Catholié Hun- 
gary, this makes it extremely diffi- 
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cult for them to stand up against |. 


the demands of the Vatican, es- 
pecially as the Roman Curia argues 
that, while it-may have been feasi- 
ble that a Catholic .king was to’ ap- 
point, the “Prince. Primas,” ‘it is 
out of the question to grant such 
rights to the present, Evangelical 
secular authorities.of Hungary. 

The Vatican has‘ already ‘named 
ita candidate in the person of -a 
simple Benedictine monk. He is 
Justin Seredy, the right-hand-man 
of the Papal Secretary of State 
Monsignore | Gasparri. Hangarian 
by birth, Seredy has been lying in, 
Rome since 1907. He js an. expert 
on questions of canonical right: and 
has been a valuable legal adviser to 
the Vatican. Pry : 

Time and again, Justin Seredy 
hag-represented the Roman Church 
Curia in its disputes with’ the pre- 
sent secular authorities . of Hun- 
gary; time and. again, he won: the 
Vatican’s cause against his home 
country, and thus has been’ prepar- 
ing for the recovery of the Holy 
See’s political influence over Hun- 
gary. It is sald that of the Hun- 
garian bishops appointed ‘during 
the refgn of.
